The giant craft passed Nantucket 
island early 
Sunday afternoon 
with 
her propellers idle and had held briet 
wireless communication with the M ar­ 
oon! station at Siasconset^ In all the 
other messages there was no hint of 
the airship’s location, but a signaled 
“ goodby” 
indicated 
that 
Wellm an, 
w h o se dream is to he the tirst Colum i 
bus of the air, Ijad, on passing Nan­ 
tucket, turned the nose of his craft in 
a more northerly direction, with the 
British Isles as his goal. 
A wireless message, amplifying on 
those of the day, was relayed to Sias 
consett, then to Sagaponack, L. I. 
It 
was faint and hard to decipher, but as 
patched together was as follows: 
"A ll well, m achinery working well 
Have turned more northerly to reach 
transatlantic 
steamer 
track. 
Exact 
position not sure; somewhere between 
3uo and SHO miles off shore.” 
None 
of 
the 
messages 
received 
spoke despairingly, although one com 
munication received by the New York 
Tim es referred to the outlook as "not 
favorable." 
In the same message, however, was 
a cheerful “ we are keeping up the 
fight.” 
Several 
transatlantic liners 
are supposed to be near enough to 
communicate 
with 
the 
Am erica 
by 
wireless, and additional word from the 
airship is momentarily expected. 


OFF MASSACHUSETTS COAST 


But Exact Position of Airship Is Un­ 
known. 


Siasconset!. Mass., Oct. 17.— Some­ 
where east of Nantucket island, off 
the coast of Massachusetts, and ap­ 
proximately 300 miles from Atlantic 
City, the starting point, W a lter Well* 
man's 
airship 
Am erica 
signaled 
a 
wireless "all s well” 
and 
a goodby 
and swung on up the coast through 
the fog. 
This message, the last of 
the day’s wireless conversations, was 
received here by A. H. (tinman, the 
.Marconi operator, who had been on 
the alert since dawn. 
At 9 o’clock in the morning Siascon- 
sett first came in touch with the giant 
dirigible. 
Then, although the wireless 
range of the craft is com paratively 
short, owing to the limited power and 
antennae, the station was surprised 
to hear its call “ M. S. C.” clear and 
strong, followed by “ W .” the code sig­ 
nature of the airship. 
Judging from 
the strength of the signals it was as­ 
sumed that the Am erica was in close 
proximity to Nantucket and immedi­ 
ately all the lifesaving stations and 
lighthouses on the island were noti­ 
fied by telephone to 
keel) a sharp 
lookout. 
Enshrouded in Fog. 


But the fog* which had enshrouded 
the Am erica since her departure still 
hung over the ocean, shutting off the 
view. 
The Marconi station, however, 
began a rapid fire of interrogations 
and 
learned 
from Ja c k 
Irwin, the 
Am erica’s operator, that 
the 
ship’? 
motors had been stopped and that the 
dirigible was heading east-northeast 
and making twenty-five miles an hour 
with the wind. 
W ith motors idle the 
airship sailed along as silently as a 
phantom in the sky, where ordinarily 
the engine’s exhaust would have re­ 
verberated along the coast. 
However, the electric voice of the 
Marconi station filled in at times what 
the eye and ear were denied and in­ 
term ittently 
the operators 
here ex­ 
changed greetings with their late as­ 
sociate, who, it will he recalled, re­ 
ceived at this station the dramatic 
"C. Q. D.” from the ill fated steam­ 
ship Republic. 
Unable to take observations in the 
fog the Am erica's exact position re­ 
mained unknown through the day, a? 
has been the case since she set sail. 
H er course, however, has been along 
the steamship lines and, as no word 
to the contrary has been received, the 
assumption is that Mr. W ellm an, with 
fifty days’ fuel and fifty days’ pro­ 
visions aboard, is adhering to his plan 
vf crossing the Atlantic and landing 
ta the British isles. 


I Wound 
of 
Middleweight 
Champion 
Pugilist Is Fatal. 


Springfield, Mo., 
Oct. 17.— Stanley 
Ketchel, champion middleweight pugi­ 
list of the world, died here as a result 
of being shot by W alter A. Hurtz, a 
ranch hand. 
The shooting took place 
on the ranch of R. P. Dickerson, a 
friend of Ketchel, near Conway, forty 
miles east of here. 
An hour before he died Ketchel re­ 
gained consciousness. 
There was then 
thought to bo a slight chance for his 
recovery. 
His condition soon took a 
decided change for the worse, how 
ever, and he passed away quickly. 
The pugilist died in the Springfield 
hospital, where he had been rushed on 
a special train chartered by Mr. Dick­ 
erson. 
The trouble between Ketchel and 
Hurtz is said to have started when the 
pugilist upbraided the ranch hand for 
beating a horse. 
W alter A. 
Hurtz, who 
shot 
and 
killed Ketchel, was captured at the 
homo of Thomas Haggard, one mile 
from Miangu, Mo. 
Hurtz was taken 
to the W ebster county jail at Marsh­ 
field, where he is being closely guard­ 
ed. 
After being placed in his cell the 
prisoner made a statement in which 
he said he shot Ketchel in self-de­ 
fense. 
He says he ordered tile prize­ 
fighter to throw up his hands and 
when he did not obey him he fired. 
The dead pugilist's real name was 
Stanislaus Kieeal. 
He was born in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., Sept. 14, 1887 
and 
was, therefore, but little more 
than twenty-three years old.

Effect 
of Dry Farming. 
The vast “ range” of the western 
“ cow’ country,” which has been the 
scene of romantic Indian and cowboy 
stories since the pioneer days, is fast 
becoming a thing of the past. 
The 
cattlemen 
of 
W yom ing 
say 
that 
“ things are not as they were In the 
good old days” before fences and dry 
farmers 
found 
their 
w ay 
into the 
grazing states of the northwest. 
W ith the advent of the dry farmers, 
who take out government homesteads 
of IGO or 320 acres, the large cattle 
ranch owners saw the great expanse 
of government grazing laud cut up 
into small tracts and fenced off. 
The 
farmers picked out the choice land 
along the few rivers and creeks of the 
country, thus fencing in the natural 
watering places. 
“ The next ten years w ill see a great 
change in all this country.” said W . T. 
W olfe, owner of a 15,000 acre ranch 
in eastern Wyom ing.

bigger change than in the past twenty- 
five years, I believe. 
“ It is only a question of time when* 
all except a few’ of the cow people 
w ill have to clear out. 
I think the re­ 
sult. will be that a great many of the 
cattlemen w ill go to South America 
and secure grazing land there.”

and escaped with their lives.

A great chaxvge has been wrought 
Order has come out of chaos, sobei 
reason has supplanted hysteria, and 
the work of rebuilding is well undei 
way. 
The relief committee has completed 
a storehouse 24 by 120 feet, and six OI 
seven carloads of provisions, clothing 
boots and shoes, hardware, etc., are 
already in it.

for Spooner, resigned, and Dr. Hag 
gard of the state board was appointed 
health officer for both towns and given 
extraordinary powers.

J ’he Clement-Bayard, with a crew of 
ind one passenger 
aboard, left 
iegne at 7:15 o’clock in the morn- 
lid reached London without a stop 
•15 in the afternoon. The atmos­ 
pheric conditions were perfect and the 
big 
airship 
traveled, with 
a 
slight 
breeze behind. 
The behavior of the 
dirigible was splendid, and the 440- 
horsepower motor worked to per foe 
tion. 
The passengers experienced no 
discomfort and were troubled only by 
the haze and 
mist in crossing the 
channel. 
A most uneventful voyage it was, 
with nothing to interrupt the smooth 
swinging motion of the balloon, which 
each hour averaged close to thirty- 
three and one-half miles. 
An altitude 
varying from 300 to 700 feet was main­ 
tained, and all along the flight over 
the land the aeronauts were cheered 
by thousands of spectators who had 
gathered at various points. 
The rail­ 
way from 
Folkestone was followed, 
and 
the Clement-Bayard 
flew right 
through the heart of london, circling 
St. Paul’s beautifully on the way.

balloon made a safe and easy landing 
at Wormwood Scrubs.

His death followed aa acute attach 
of stomach trouble which affected hi* 
heart. 
His physicians announced thai 
his death was directly due to dilatior 
of th* heart. 


Senator Dolliver had so far recov 
©red his strength as to be able tc 
walk about his lawn. 
He had been u[ 
all day, and at night entered his sit 
ting room for the daily consuitatioc 
with his physicians. 
The senator informed Dr. Van Pat 
ten 
that he 
was feeling much 
im 
proved, and that he believed he had 
about recovered his normal strength 
Dr Van Patten cautioned him about 
being too anxious to again resume his 
work, and then began the examination 
of the heart. 
The senator was sitting in a large 
chair when the physician began th* 
examination. 
W hile making the ex 
amination 
the physician 
kept up a 
conversation 
with 
Senator 
Dollivei 
and asked him how he was feeling. 
“ I am really feeling better than at 
any tim e since my recent sickness,” he 
said. 
“ Bu t I supjiose the wolves will 
be set howling about my successor.' 
and the senator laughed. 
He had fro 
quently expressed in a humorous man 
ner his opinion of having the people 
pick his successor while he was yet 
alive. 


Unable to Hear His Own Heart. 


The physician continued his work 
with 
the 
stethoscope, 
counting 
the 
beats of the senator's heart out loud 
h e was frequently interrupted by Sen 
ator Dolliver with the declaration that 
he was unable to hear his own heart 
When 
the physician 
had counted 
fourteen beats he informed the semi 
tor. 
“ That’s good,” replied Mr. Dolliver 
"T he most I have been able to count 
was seven." 
The physician continued ibm exami­ 
nation, and suddenly noticed that his 
heart 
beat 
ceased 
He 
shook 
hi* 
stethoscope, believing that R was de 
fective in some way 
Again applying 
nis instrument, he discovered that the 
heart had ceased beating entirely 
Diam looking into the senator’s face 
he discovered that death had over­ 
taken him. 
He died without a strug­ 
gle and without pain. 
No one with the exception of the 
physician was in the room at the time 
of 
his 
death, Mrs. Dolliver having 
stepped out just before the physician 
began his examination. 
Mrs. Dolliver was on the point of 
entering the room when death over­ 
took her husband. 
The physician in­ 
formed her simply that the senator 
had passed away during the examina­ 
tion.

Born in West Virginia. 


Jonathan Prentiss Dolliver was born 
near Kingwood, VV. Va., Feb. 6, 1858. 
His ancestors were of old New Eng­ 
land stock, sailors and fishermen, so 
well known that as early as the colo­ 
nial days a headland on the Essex 
coast of 
Massachusetts was named 
Dolliver’s Neck. 
This fact was seized 
upon by his enemies in 1894 and re­ 
sulted in many jests 
Mr. Dolliver’s father was a circuit 
riding preached in the Old Dominion, 
a strong 
Methodist and a vigorous 
speaker. 
Mr. Dolliver was 
graduated 
from 
the University of W est V irginia in 
1875 and was admitted to the bar in 
1878. 
Previous to this time he had 
already hegun to interest himself ii. 
politics mid. as early as 1870, whet 
he was but eighteen years of age, bt 
made a political speech at Clinton Fur 
nace, VV. Va., which was thought nota­ 
ble.

O. Ile was then twenty four 
years old. 
lie became much Interested 
in tiiis work and within the next three 
years had become such an expert that 
he was intrusted with the construction 
of the lines over the Pittsburg, Fort 
W ayne and Chicago road. 
W hen these 
J were completed in 1852 he was ap- 
J pointed superintendent of the Union 
Telegraph lines. 
The outbreak of tile w ar not only 
ruined him, hut very nearly cost him 
his life, as he was condemned by a 
Confederate court martial for alleged 
treason and only escaped by persuad­ 
ing the court to accept a $200 bail 
bond for his appearance%n the day 
appointed for Hie hanging. 


H ead ed M ilita r y T e le g ra p h . 


In 1802 he was called to Washing 
ton by Colonel Thomas A. Scott, then 
assistant secretary of war, and placed 
In charge of the m ilitary telegraph of 
the department of the Potomac, with 
the rank of captain aud headquarters 
w ith General M cClellan in the field. 
H e was after a few months promoted 
to the charge of tile m ilitary telegraph 
department at Washington, ranking as 
major. 
As stile Ii he enjoyed the co n fi­ 


dence of President Lincoln and S e c re ­ 
tary Stanton aud successfully organ­ 
ized the entire m ilitary telegraph sys­ 
tem. 
In I St 51 he was brevetted lieutenant 
colonel and made assistant secretary 
of war. and in 18(55 he was made a 
brigadier general by brevet. 
Ile re­ 
signed in 1K)5<j to accept tin* office of 
general superintendent of tile eastern 
division of Hie Western Union Tele­ 
graph company. 
In this position he 
superintended tile construction of lines 
to connect with the new transatlantic 
cables. 
W hen Ja y Gould secured control of 
the 
Atlantic 
and 
Pacific 
Telegraph 
company General Eckert accepted the 
position of president of the reorgan­ 
ized company. 
In tills position he be­ 
gan a rate w ar against tin* Western 
Union which lasted until the Atlantic" 
and Pacific was absorbed by the W est­ 
ern Union. 
In isso General Eckert 
was elected president of the newly or­ 
ganized 
American 
Union 
Telegraph 
company. 
Iii this position he contin­ 
ued to light against the Western U n ­ 
ion, with the result that in ISSI the 
various telegraph companies were con­ 
solidated. with Ja y Gould as the dom­ 
inating power and with General E ck ­ 
ert as vice president and general man­ 
ager. 
W hen Dr. Non in Green died in 1803 
General Eckert's fidelity to the Gould 
interests was rewarded by his election 
to the presidency of tile company, re­
